DEATH IN HASTE . 


It is haste that causes most fatal automobile accidents. . 
This is the conclusion to be drawn from an analysis of figures col- : 


lected by statisticians of an insurance company. 


The figures related to accidents occurring last year and were ob- : 


tained from official sources in various centers. They dealt particularly 
with fatal accidents of the kind in which the driver was at fault. In 33 
per cent of these cases, the driver was found to have been exceeding 
the speed limit. The same percentage held with respect to the driver's try- 
Ing to take the right-of-way when lie was not entitled to it. In more than 
ftv« per cent of the cases, the driver was guilty either of passing a stand- 
ing street car, cutting in, passing another car on a curve or hill or pass- 
ing on the wrong side. Cases in which the driver went completely off 
the highway amounted to more than 18 per cent. Nine per cent of the 
accidents were charged simply to reckless driving.

company statisticians emphasized, could be labeled "heedless, needless

DEATH IN HASTE 


It is haste that causes most fatal automobile accidents. . 
This is the conclusion to be drawn from an analysis of figures col- 


lected by statisticians of an insurance company. 


The figures related to accidents occurring last year and were ob- 


tained from official sources in various centers. 
They dealt particularly 


with fatal accidents of the kind in which the driver was at fault. In 33 
per cent of these cases, the driver was found to have been exceeding 
the speed limit. The same percentage held with respect to the driver's try- 
Ing to take the right-of-way when he was not entitled to it. In more than 
Hv» per cent of the cases, the driver was guilty either of passing a stand- 
ing street car, cutting in, passing another car on a curve or hill or pass- 
ing on the wrong side. Cases in which the driver went completely off 
the highway amounted to more than 18 per cent. Nine per cent of the 
accidents were charged simply to reckless driving. 


The various causes listed when lumped together, the insurance 


company statisticians emphasized, could he labeled "heedless, needless 
haste." 


In other words, more than 90 per cent of the accidents studied 


were caused by drivers being "in a hurry1'—their overeagerness to get to 
some place or to no place in particular.

A SWAT IN TIME

DEATH IN HASTE 


It is haste that causes most fatal automobile accidents. 
This is the conclusion to be drawn from an analysis of figures col­ 


lected by statisticians of an insurance company. 
The figures related to accidents occurring last year and were ob- 
tam ed from ofiicial sources in various centers. 
They dealt particular y 
with fatal accidents of the kind in which the driver was at fault. 
In 33 
per cent of these cases, the driver was found to have been exceeding 
the speed lim it. The sam e percentage held with respect to the drivers try­ 
ing to take the right-of-w ay when he was not entitled to it. In more than 
tlv* per cent of the cases, the driver was guilty either of passing a stand­ 
ing street car, cutting in, passing another car on a curve or hill or pass- 


ing on the wrong side. 
Cases in which the driver went com pletely off 


the highway amounted to more than 18 per cent. 
Nine per cent of the 
accidents were charged simply to reckless diiving. 
The various causes listed when lumped together, the insurance 
com pany statisticians emphasized, could be labeled “heedless, needless 


haste.”

this year of 1934 is no normal year, 
and not being a normal year, all 
the signs and portents 
by 
which 
politicians usually take ther bear­ 
ings, go by the boards. 
It is not normal for upward of 
20,000.000 people to be on the dole 
in this country. 
It is not normal 
for upward of 10.000.000 people to 
be unemployed. 
It is not normal 
for industry to be regimented as it 
is 
today; 
for agriculture 
to 
be 
coddled and subsidized as it is to­ 
day; for the federal government to 
be as intimate in the affairs of the 
average citizen as it is today 
By and large, 
the 
Republicans 
have 
conducted 
their 
campaign 
with the object of 
creating 
indi­ 
vidual resentment against this con­ 
dition of affairs. 
Their principal 
candidates and speakers have in­ 
veighed against it; have sought to 
arou*se a feeling of revulsion against 
the encroachments of the federal 
government into the fields of pri­ 
vate initiative and enterprise. 
New Deal At Stake 
The results of today's balloting 
will determine how successful they 
have been; will determine whether 
the new deal will continue its ex­ 
perimental way. or lapse into the 
more familiar channels of “rugged 
individualism” and normal indus­ 
trial self-government. 
Whatever happens, it is hardly 
in the cards for the Republicans to 
win control of the 74th congress, 
which meets in January, The exist­ 
ing Democratic majorities are too 
great to overturn, except 
in 
the 
event oi a political miracle which 
no one—Including the Republicans 
—expects. 
The chief Republican hope is to 
cut down these existing Democratic 
majorities; to make a showing suf- 
ficiently large as to 
impress 
the 
country with the sentiment against 
the new deal; against the existing 
order of things. 
To do that, the Republicans must 
make 
serious 
inroads 
into 
the 
Democratic majority in the house 
of representatives, and win some of 
their 
more 
important 
senatorial 
contests. 
The present membership of the 
house 
of 
representatives 
is 
309 
Democrats, 114 
Republicans, 
five 
Farmer-Laborites, and 
seven 
va­ 
cancies. 
See G. O. P. Gain 
The most optimistic—and 
it 
is 
optimistic — Republican 
prediction 
is a gain of from 60 to 70 seats in 
the house. Granting the prediction 
came 
true, 
the 
Democrats 
still 
would have a comfortable majority. 
In the senate, the lineup is 60 
Democrats, 30 Republicans, and one 
Farmer-Laborite. 
Here the situation, from the Re­ 
publican standpoint, is even more 
hopeless than the house. 
Thirty- 
four senators are up for election. 
Those in the deep south arc safely 
Democratic And the Democrats are 
reasonably certain of winning Re­ 
publican scats in Maryland. New 
Jersey, Missouri, Ohio and Indiana. 
They * have 
favorably 
regarded 
chances for victory in Rhode Island, 
West 
Virginia 
and 
Connecticut, 
liiey may lase in New Mexico and 
Wyoming. 
In any event, barring those same 
political miracles that no one ex­ 
pects. the Democrats stand to pick 
up from four to six seats in the 
senate, which will insure them con­ 
trol of the upper house until 1940. 
In the 74th congress they will have 
two-thirds of the senate, or very 
close to it. therebv breaking a rec­ 
ord of years standing. 
Hopeless as regards the senate, 
the chief Republican hopes center 
in the house, all of whose members 
are up lor election.

Hitler of Germany will act

France has served no- 
tice "that Germany shall not touch 
it until she lays down the hard 
gold."
